With many words God pleads with us to turn to Him for His free 
gift. J ust last week, a J ehovah Witness was at my door and we had 
a friendly argument over whether "works" were required for 
salvation. He argued that for salvation we need to be doing good 
works, while I returned with because we are saved we want to do 
good works— a thought echoed in our Psalm reading today. 

It was good to have scriptures memorized or at least familiar with 
to argue with— since he also accepted the Bible as an authority I 
could use it directly rather than needing to reference what he 
considered important (like Paul did while in Athens where he quotes 
from their philosophers and not once from the Bible.) Yet I was not 
as prepared as I should have been to argue the scriptures in season 
and out of season. (2 Timothy 4: 2) 

My six year-old neighbor girl has been writing us notes. The most 
recent ones have been about how much she loves J esus and asking if 
I loved J esus, and inviting us to her church. How wonderful that 
even the little children know how important it is to know J esus. It 
was with great joy that I could send her back a note saying yes I love 
J esus too. 

God pleads with us to accept His free gift. How often are we 
pleading with our friends, neighbors and relatives to accept this free 
gift, not because we need to do good works, but because we are 
moved by the great love that God has for us that our heart breaks 
when someone we know rejects J esus? I do far too little pleading 
with those I know to accept God's free gift of J esus. So I pray for 
the J ehovah Wtness at my door, and I give thanks for the little girl 
who witnesses to me. -Linda Lerum
